Impure Meat Case 


Before Justices Lambert and | 
Vickery on Friday tn the Mount- | 
+1 Police Marracks, a case of con- | 
siderable local interest was tried. 
Rev. Dr Evans, a retired clergy- 
man ofthe Church of England, 
now farming near Nightingale, 
was brought forward on a charge 
of having sold for human con- 
sumption, a calf which had died 
of sickness and was tainted or 
spotted. 

Dr Evans pleaded nog guilty. 

Evidence given by Dr Wm. 
Kilpatrick, lately inspector fo- 
the city of Calgary, was to the 
ffect that he had examined the 
sarcase and condemned it as un- 
fitfor human consumption, as it 
vas affected with pyemia. It had 
been bled and was otherwise a 
good carcase. It was impossible 
for a layman to have recognised 
that the calf was suffering from 
pyemia. 

Robert Burns, dealer, Calgary, 
said that the calf was shipped for 
sale or purchase at his discre- 
tion. When he first inspected 
the calf he noticed that it had an 
abcess in its side. Otherwise it 
seemedall right, in fact, it seem- 
eda particularly goodon. Dr 
Evens had not sold th calf to 
him, and it was never offered for 
sale in Calgary. | 

Percy Waddy said that he had 
seen the calf before it was ship- 
ped from Dr Evan's place, Jt did 
not seem to have been bled right, 
and the blood was dark in color. 

Sid Watson said he dressed the 
calf for Dr Evans on the morn- 
ing of the 26th of February. 
The calf was hung up when he 
got tothe farm. In_ his opinion 
it had not bled as much as it 
should have done. There was a 
little blood on the floor beneath 
it. 

John Bolton, employed with 
Dr Evans, said that on the even- 
of the 25th he had heard a notse 
in the barn, and on going into 
investigate found that the calf had 
gone over infits stall Dr Evans’ 
boy was picking the calf up when 
he got there. Heat once cut its 
throatand hung it up. In the 
morning he got Mr Watson in 
to finish dressing it, and he said 
that the calf had not bled very 
well, but that witness had done 
the best he could. The calf had 
broken its neck. 

The Justices decided that there 
was nothing in the evidence that 
would warrant conviction. Dr 
Kilpatrick had stated that the 
disease from which the calf was 
suffering was one that a layman 
would find it almost impossible 
todetect. They therefore dismis- 
sed the case. 

In justice to Dr Evans, it 
should be stated that he knew 
nothing about the matter till after 
it had happened, although as 
owner of the farm, he was legally 
responsible.

Then there was a rush tor 
the box office, but it was closed 
and the ark was beyond the three 
mile limit. There was terrible 
excitement in town that night, but 
next morning all was quiet under 
six fathoms of water. 

There isn’t much of a moral to 
this except it be that when a good, 
honest, reliable man advertises 
people should believe him. 


A Twenty Year-old 
Horsedeal 


Editor Strathmore Standard 
Dear Sir; 

Will vou please allow me 
space for the following story. 

There was once a very sharp 
horsedealer whose chief talent con- 
sisted in his ability to misrepresent 
matters, Having taken over his 
business from a predecessor, who 
had succeded to convince the 
public of the integrity of the busi- 
ness, this horsedealer did more e- 
specially boost this integrity which 
had been created forhim by others, 
every time he was pulling off one ot 
his stunts, 

He did once go the very limit, 
and by a clever manipulation with 
knives, tongs, irons and other in- 
struments of that nature, did suc- 
ceed to sell to two different parties 
a mule for a horse, and gave aclear 
bill ot sale in each case for these 
two So-called horses, selling however 
both animals on time. 

It came to pass that the mistake 
of the horsedealer was discovered 
in both after the horse- 
dealer had accepted his first pay- 
ment for the animals.
